Sausage skins and egg yolks from 
sinews, pigs’ feet, marrow

First Vegetables | 
‘First of the garden peas, leaf ated

Re- 
turning to Paris, she opened a school 
for young girls.

Danes Are Broken-Hearted 


Know Their -Country Taken By 
Treachery Is Facing Ruin 

The day before the Nazis invaded 

Denmark the Danish king was as- 
sured personally by Germany that 
Hitler had no intention ef sending 
his forces into that country, Joseph 
C. Harsch, correspondent of the 
Christian Science Monitor, cabled his 
paper from Berlin. Yet, while the 
king was being assured, there were 
four German coalships at anchor in 
Copenhagen hatbor with soldiers ‘un- 
der their hatches. They stayed there 
in the darkness all day that Monday 
and all that night. At 5 a.m. they 
came out to take the capital in the 
morning mist. 
- “Denmark is broken-hearted,” 
Harscn writes. ‘I never dreamed I 
should ever see’ such unspoken heart- 
ache in a people. 

“Physically they are, so far, not 
badly treated. The forces of occupa- 
tion are trying to be inconspicuous. 
Outwardly, one sees only the sentries 
with fixed bayonets in front of the 
hotels taken for headquarters, the 
grim efficient columns of war which 
move through the streets, the few 
soldiers off duty gaping at windows 
full of butter and Chocolate and 
cheese. 

“German authorities act through 
the Danish governmnt. The Danish 
flag filles. everywhere. Germans are 
trying to prove’ to the outside. world 
that they can occupy @ country 
gently. But these are not ‘the things 
that count in the hearts of the peo- 
ple.: " : ‘ ; 

“German authorities talked cheer- 
fully about new trade opportunities 
with Germany. A staff of trade ne- 
gotiators is already at-.work on 
arrangements - which will integrate 
Denmark in thé German economy. 
Perhaps. they have schemes which 
will keep:Denmark busy. Gérmany 
can provide coal, but not the high 
quality used in most Danish’ fac- 
tories. They will have to. be re- 
equipped in many respects, 

“Perhaps some German steel will 
be allotted to Denmark, but can Ger- 
many spare any even if it can con- 
tinue to get een ore via. the Bal- 
tic? 

“And where will oil and gasoline 
come from? These are Denmark's 
major industrial imports.

VIEWPOINT IN 


LANDSCAPES 


The house in the lower right nicely balances the composition and 
accentuates the height of the mountains. 


But he who takes pains to locate a 


OW that nature has once more 

been adorned with the verdure 
of spring and a new season of out- 
door picture taking has begun, it is 
appropriate to consider landscape 
pictures. 

Good landscape subjects are, at 
least, easy to find, One can travel 
scarcely anywhere without encoun- 
tering pleasing vistas of woods and 
fields, hills and valleys, stream and 
lake, country cottages, old farm- 
houses, tree-canopied roads, flocks 
of browsing sheep, herds of cattle, 
and all that makes for beauty and 
interest in landscapes. 

What should we do to capture 
these lovely scenes with our cam- 
eras?. Such views may seem. easy to 
take as they meet the eye, but here, 
as in all photography, indiscriminate 
snapshooting usually results in jum- 
bled composition. A little thought,.a 
little planning, a little effort, if you 
please, to’ make the picture—not 

. merely to take it. This means care 
in selecting, a viewpoint which 
makes thé composition. essential to 
an artistic picture. You cannot shoot 
on sight and be lucky every time. 

« Beginners are often satisfied with 
any picture at all as long as it -s 

clear, They are delighted merely to 
have obtained the correct exposure.

viewpoint which gives in his finder 
a well-balanced arrangement of the 
objects in the scene generally gets 


pictures that are not merely photo- 
graphically clear but artistic. 
Are you willing to climb a fence, 


toil up a rugged hill, wade a brook, 
to get that viewpoint? Many an en- 
thusiast has taken real risks for a 
viewpoint and been amply rewarded. 
Remember that the viewpoint 
should be such that the picture 
balances both vertically and hori- 
zontally. Generally there should be 
a large mass, the main object of in- 
terest, near but not at the center, 
balanced by several smaller objects 
or masses on the other side, or by a 
single smaller one farther from the 
center, or in some cases slightly 
above or below the center.
